vit, Pfa.19. y. and rcjoyceth, as a ftrong man, to run a race. This he doth with 
fuch a wonderful fwiftnefs, as excecdeth the Eagles flight, more 
then it goeth beyond the flow motion of a fnail : and with fuch 
incomparable fweetnefs,Ecr/e/: u. 7. that Eudoxus the Philofo- 
plutmk. pherprofefled, that he would be willing to be burnt up by the Sun 

Htroict. prcfently, fo he might be admitted to come fo neer it, as to learn 

Cbrjfojl. Horn, the nature of it. Sternum atri et tetri [unto & habentar^ut non 
Anti- tameute, quhmcorde *s£thiopici, Solem , quo magis luce t u > fo ma* 
git execrentur . Chryfofiome cannot but wonder; that whereas 
all fire tends upwards, the Sun fhould (boot down his rayes to the 
earth, and fend his light abroad all beneath him. This is the 
Lords own work, and it ought to be marvellous in our eyes. D t m* 
4.19. It illuminates and beautifies all chcorbcs and heavenly 
bodies about it, yea it ftrikes through the firmament, in the tranf- 
parent parts, and fecks to teftow its beauty and brightness, even 
Bolt. wAk'Vitb beyond the Heavens. It illightcns even the Oppofite part of 
GtJ - Heaven, (gliding by the fides of the earth,) with all thofe 

glorious ftars we fee lining in the night. Yea. it infinuates into 
every chink and cranny of the earth, and concurres to the make- 
ing of thofe precious metals which lye in her bowels, befides 
thofe precious fruits brought forth by the Sun, and the precious 
things thruit forth by the lyloon; De#t. 33.14. For as the Sun 
by warmth, fothe Moon by moiflure,makcth thee^rth fruitful; 
FTP whence alfo flic hath her name in the Hebrew, ‘fareacki from re- 

frefhing the earth with her cqo) influences. She is here called 
a lighted a great light i therefore She hath fome light of her 
own, (as the ftars alfo have ) befides what fliebpriovycth of the 

Sun; 


Sun 1 though not ftrongcnoughto rule the night without light 
from the Sun. Galileos ufed perfpeftives to defery mountaines in 
the Moone* and fome will needsplace hell in the hollow of ic. It 
is eafie to difeerne that her body is not all alike lightfome ( fome 
parts being thicker, and fome thinner then others ) and that the 
light of the Sun falling on her, is not alike diffufed through her. Ic 
is fufficient that the Church looketh forth (at firft) as the morn¬ 
ing or day-dawning, fhefhall befaircasche Moon at lead (in 
regard of Amplification) and (for juftificationYclcare as the Sun, Cam 6 , 

and therefore to the dcvill and his angels terrible as an Army with 
banners. Clouded flie may be or eclipfed, but not utterly dark- 
ned, or denyed of light. Aftronomers tell us, that flic hath at all 
times as much light as in the full ; but ofccn-times a great part of 
the bright fide is turned to heaven, and a lefler part to the earth. 

God kirns therefore to have fet it loweft in the heavens, and 

neareft the earth, that it might daily put us in minde of the con- 

flancy of the one, and inconftancy of the other; her fclfe in fome A P° lo £* Prc f ace 

fort partaking of both, though in a different manner j of the one 

in her fubftancc, of the other in her vifage.

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Nature. And in the end condudeth thus j I confcfle that I know 
not what the foule is, though I have fought very narrowly for it. 
■F,nvorinm the Philofopher, was wont to lay. The greatclt thing in 
this world is Man, and the greateft thing in man is his foule. It is 
an abridgement of the invifible world , as the Body is of the vi¬ 
able. Hence man is called by the Hebrewcs GnoUm btktaton , and 
by the Greek tMierocoftmu, A little world. And it was a witty 
effay of him, who Ailed woman, the fecond Edition of tht Efiiomt 
of the whole world. The foule is fet in the body of them both, asa 
little god in this littleworld, as Jehovah isagrtatGodin the 
great world. Whence Freclm the Philofopher could fay, that the 
raiode chat is in us, is an image of thefirft minde, that is, of God.

come asneare us as is poflible; forthefetwoeapreflious figmfie 
but oneand the fame thing, and therefore verf., 7 - andflw/r.y.i.

to the reafonable foule in man, fmilitndt to a conformity to 
Godinholyaftions. Some of the Fathers, had a conceit that 
Chrift made mans body with his owne hands according to the 
forme and Ukenefle of chat body which himfelfc would afterwards 
affume and fuffet in. We deny not, but that mans body alfo is 
Godsimage, as it is a little world, and fo the idea or example of 
the world, that was in God from all eternity, is, as it were,briefly 
and fummarily expreft by God in mans body. But far be it from 
us to conceive of God as si bodily fubftancc, to thinkc him like un- 
to us, as we arc very apt to doc. God made man in his owne 
image, and men of the other fide, tjunfe ad hofiimtntunt , would 
make God after their image. It was ferioudy difputed by the 
Monks of Egypt, Anno Don,.A 9 G (and much adoe there was a- 
bout it) whether God were not a bodily fubftancc, having hands, 

eyes, cares, and other parts, as we have ? For fo the tlmpler fort 
among them were clearly of opinion. And in the fccond Conned 
of Nice under Irene, John one of the Legates of the Eadernc 
Churches proVed the making of Images lawful), becauleGodhad 
fatd in this text, And it 

was there decreed that they fhould be reverenced and adored a as 
ample and pious manner as the glorious Trinity. But Godu a 
Spirit, faith our Saviour, who be* knew, forhecame ont rf hi# 
Fathers bofomc. And mans fonlc »a fpint bkcwifc^indivifibleptm- 
»ateriaH immortcll»diiiingidCbt mtoahrec P0wc*s,whichallinakc 
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uponefpirit. Spirit fignifics breath, which indeed is a body. ButO^iS^ 
bccaufe it is the find! body, the mod fubcileandmoft invifible^ ZtbevaUm* 
therefore immaterial! ftiblhnces,which we are not able to conceive, IpMmdui 
arc reprefented unto us under thft name. .Such is the foule of man, ^

Riches neither further nor hinder in thcmfelvcs, burns they are 
’ tiled : As a cypher by ic felf is nothing, but a figure being fet be- 
■ fore it,icencrcafeth the fumme. Wealth, if well tiled, is an orna¬ 
ment, an incouragemcnt to duty, and an inftrument of much 
good ; All tjic danger lyes in loving tin fc things. Have them we 
may, and ufe them too as a traveller doth his ftafte to help him the 
fooner td his journeys end; but when wc pafleavvay our hearts to 
them, they become a mifehief, and ( as the word here rendred 
rich, figninffs in the originall) a burden. Let not therefore the 
bramble be King: let not earthly things bear rule over thy aflFc&i- 
onsj fire will rife out of them that will confumc thy Cedars; emaf- 9 1 *• 
enlace all the powers of thy foul, as they did Solomons , whofe 
wealth did him more hurt then h : swifdome good. How many 
have we now adayes, that when poor, could pray, read,&c who 
grown rich, refcmblcthe Moon,which grown full,gets furrheft oft 
from the Sun, never flitters cclipfcbut then, and that by earths in¬ 
terpolation. Let rich men therefore take heed how they handle Sccrsttt divitia 
tharthorns; let them gird up the loyns of their mindes, left their (oyfdnbst tu - 
long garments hinder them in the way to heaven: Let them fee to ahUtOerUm. 
it, that they be not tycd to their abundance, as little Lentulus “J- 

was faid to have been to his longfword : that they be not held umslligdvttt 
prifoners in thofe golden fetters, as the Kings of c, Armenia Cic.

whole Army. Aflthereft of the Captains were with like com¬ 
panion'approving^ his fpcech, the dead body of the unfortu¬ 
nate, fon rcfcued, Was prefented to the mofl miferable father;

Here he utters three 
lyei in a breath; befides his intitling Ciod to that he did, verf. 20. 
fo taking that Reverend Name in vain. This was his fin, and he 
fraarted for it, to his dying day : for he had fcarce a merry hour 
after this; but G od followed him with one forrow upon another, 
to teach him and us, what an evil and bitter thing fin ts> and how it 
enfnares and enfnarli us. AriftotU could fay, that a lye is in it 
fclf evil and wicked. The Hebrews call it Aven, a great iniquity. 
And the Scripture reckons it among monftrous fins. Rev . 21.8, and 
condemns it to hell; whether it be the officious, merry, or pernici¬ 
ous lye. Indeed every lye is pernicious to our fel ves, or others, or 
both; bccaufe flatly forbidden of God, and becaufcic isagainlb 
the order of nature, and for that no lye is of the truth, ( as S. John 
hath it) but of the devil, who began, and itill upholds his king¬ 
dom by lyes.

C/itarchi hifto - 
rici (faith guintilian) ingeniumprobaturjides infamatur . Nepos \* > »>nr 
reportethof Epaminondts , that he fo loved truth , that he would H T* 

not once lye, no not in /ell. A fliame to many Chriftians, who S™ ^ 
think the officious and fporting lyc to be nothing. Whereas,GW. 1. 
xo. we muft not fpeak the truth to pleafemen, much lefslye. And 
for faying our fdves, we muft rather die, then lye: elfe Peter had 
not finned, in denying his Mafter. As for profiting others, we Job 13.7,*, 
may not 1 } e, though it were to fave a foul, Rom. 3.7. We may 
as well commit fornication with the Moabites , to draw them to 
our Religion; or Real from rich men,to give to the poor; as lye to 
do another man a good turn. 

Verf. 20. HoW is it that thou hatt found it fo ejuick/y ] A man 
may very well ask our common Protcftancs this queftion, concern¬ 
ing the Faith they fo much boat! of, but came by it too quickly, to 
be right. They were never yet in the furnace of Mortification, felt 
the fpirit of bondage , the terrours of God in their confcicnccs. 

Their Faith is like Jonah's gourd , that grew up in a night ; or a 
bullet in a mould, that's made in a moment. Let ours be like the 
water of "Bethlehem , much longed for, and hardly come b y } &c. 

That I may feel thee, my fin ] Here lfaac ufed all his 
Scnfes , and yet is cozened. There is neither W'ifdom nor counfel a- 
gainfi the Lord .

rum labor i, non fine dexteritatefub terrafodientium , fed ad lumen 
Solis cacutientium . 


Verf 22. Tie voice is Jacobs voice ] Jacob muft name himfclf 
Efau, with the voice of Jacob. It is hard , if our tongues do not 
bewray us, in fpite of our habit, as it did the wife of Jeroboam . 

Verf* 24. *Art thoufiic. and he faid, 1 am ] Thus one fin enter¬ 
tained, fettheth in another; a lyc especially, which, being a tinker- 
ly blufliful fin, is cither denied by the Iyer, who is afliamed to be ta¬ 
ken with it; or clfe covered by another and another lye, as we fee 
here in Jacob ; who being onceover fhooes, will be over boprs 
too; but he will perfwade his father, that he is his very fon Efau.

Thus 
Julian counterfeited zeal, till he had got the Empire: afterwards, 
of Jnlianfa became Idolian, as TfjzJantsn faith he was common¬ 
ly called, becaufe he fet open again the Idols temples, (which had 
been fhut up by Conftantine ) and reftored them to the Heathens.

Hypocrites will needs do fomething , that they may feem to be 
fome-body : but, for want of an inward principle, they do no¬ 
thing well i they amend one errour with another, as Efau here; 
and as Herod prevents perjury by murther. Thus, while they fhun 
the fands, they rufn upon the rocks ; and while they keep utiiit in 8cyU 
off the (hallows, they fall into the whirl-pool.

14.24 Nehemiah traded every talent, with which divine 
providence had trufted him : He worketh, warreth, watcheth, i Sam 6 i 
commandcth, encourageth, threatnetb, puniQiech, &c. David 1 * 14 ' 

danced with all his might, and did all the wills of God to his dying 
day; painfully ferving out his time, tothelaft. Happieishethac

Nothing fo retained by us, when once enter¬ 
tained. After all that airing in tne wilderncfs^/V^'s mother fmcls i 

of£e/P/,and hath her molten & graven gods, Judg. 1 7.3 Rachel al¬ 
fo haoncr Mawmetslong time after this,GV//. 35.2,4. The devil is 
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•itlbhoxtpH( , faith Sjnelius , and fo he would have us. Fence we 
therefore our felvcs and ours, againft this abomination; the itch of 
it* once got, is hardly ever cured and clawed off. 

And Jacob flule away 3 Gods Saints are put upon the 
ufe of fuch means fometimes, for their own fafety, as render them 
contemptible to worldly men.

harmlefsbeafts, and that they could not bite : So hypocrites feem 
moft innocent. Who would have thought otherwife of Laban ,

17. yea, both horfe and foot: for 
there are whole legions of them, 0\Utth. tfi. y. Now a Legion 
is judged to be fin thonfand foot, and feven hundred horfe. Damtl 
tells us, there be millions of Angels, Dun. 7.1 o. yea, on innumera¬ 
ble «wfrf»r, faith the Author to the Hebrews, Chap.12.22. iw 
Greek Poet could fay, There were thirty thoufand* of them here T y„s> 
upon earth, keepers of mortal men, and obfetrers of then works: . 

Some think they are meant in the Parable, by the ninety and nine &*,««.

Excellent was that counfcl that PlacilU the Emprcfs gave her huf- 
band Theodofius: Remember, O husband, what lately you were, Hift. Trip, 
and what now you are: fo fliall you govern well the Empire, and 
give God his due praife, for fo great an advancement.

Verf. xx. Iam God Almighty] This is hardly perfwaded; and 
yet it is the ground of all true comfort and fpiritual fecurity. We 
are apt to meafure things according to our own model, as to think 
God fo powerful, as our undemanding can reach, &c. But, for a 
finite creature to believe the infinite All-ftitticicncy of C od , he is 
not able to do it thorowly, without fupernatural grace ; nor can 
he be foundly comforted, till he comes to comprehend it. Of his 
will to do us good, wc doubt not, till, in fome meafure, wc doubt 
of his power to help.

Pifcator renders this text, propter 
Jacobnm , and expounds it, Becaufe he knew that the land of Ca¬ 
naan fliould b c Jacob’s, according to Gods promife made to him in 
his fathers blefling of him. But I doubt whether Efau would yeeld 
to him for any filth rcafon.

1 omp and profperity.then, is no fure 
note of the true Church. , 

Verf. 4o. Titthe Timnab , duke Alvah ] We had a Duke a Ai -

infamous for his inhumanity. I ot he roiled fome to death, Jlar- 
ved others, and that even after quaiter; faying, though he proroi- 
fed to give them their lives, he did not promife to finde them 
meat. This was a right Romi/b Edomite. The Hebrews think.the 
Romanes canic of the I dam ears. Sure lam, if they be not of the 
natural ddeent, they are of the fpiritual, (oruonatural,) andfo 
like, as, by the one, we may fee the face, favour, and aftetf ion, of 

theothcr. .. 

Verf. 43- Thefe be the dukes of Edom] As the Principality of 
Edom began with Dukes, and rofe to Kings ; fo it rcturneth to 
Dukes again, after the death of Hadads in Ahufcs his time, i Chro . 

1,51. It is likely, ( faith an Interpreter) that, upon the unkinde 
dealingof that Hadad, in denying to let J/radpih thorow his 
land,the I.ord removed the dignity of Kings from that Common¬ 
wealth, and let it be ruled by Dukes again ; whereof, eleven are 

here by name rchcarfed. So fcnfible is God 3 and fo levcrcyn punifli - 
inethe leaft tinkindnefs done to his people.

Verf. 2. Thcfe are the generations] That is,events, begotten of 
time ? after he came to live with his father Jfaac , who alfo wept for 
Jofephy verf. x 5, as Iunius. [with thefons of Bilbah. &c.j It is 
thought, that thcfe Tons of the handmaids, for the bafenefs of 
their birth, were more modeft then the reft • and that Iofeph 
therefore, out of his humility, forced himfclf with them. Proba¬ 
ble it is, they were more unruly then the reft, and ill conditioned, 
(as fucb arc, commonly ) whereof Iofeph made complaint, and 
was therefore hated. Veritas odium par it. Truthisagoodmiftrefs; 
but he that follows her too clofe at heels, may hap'have his teeth 
ftruck out. expettas ut f£uintilianu* ametnr ? fa id he. Thofe 
that are wakened out of fieep, arcufually unquiet, ready to brawl 
with their beft friends. So here. 

Verf. 3. r Bccanfehe Was the fin of his old-age'] The Chaldee 
Paraphraft renders it morally, Uccaufc he was a wife fon , in quo 
ante cams fapientia: fuch a one as CMacarius was, of whom Ni- 
cepborus faith, that, for his prudence and gravity, whiles he was yet 
but a youth, he was firnamed •xffjJketojifw, The oldf rip ling, Io- 
fepbus faith, He was very like his mother, Rachel ; and therefore 
his father fo loved him. But (fhryfoflome faith, better, that it was 
for his vertuous life, and godly difpoficion. Coodnefs is lovely in 
any, much more in an own childe. John was the beft beloved difei- 
ple, becaufc beft conditioned. But otherwife > CaveteS aith Am - 
brofe , nequos natnra donjnnxit , paterna gratia dividat. Parents 
partiality, may breed heart-burnings, Eph.6. 4. 

Verf. 4. They bated him] There is a paftion of hatred s This is 
a kindcof averfnefs, and riling of the heart againft a man, when 

one 
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onefeethbim ; fo that he cannot away with him, norfpeak to 
him, nor look courteouny or peaceably upon him ; but ones coun¬ 
tenance falls when he fees him, and he even turns away, and, by his 
goodwill, would have nothing to do with him. 2. There is a ha¬ 
bit of hatred : when the foul is fo fowred with this Icven,fo fecled 
in this alienation and eftrangement, that it grows to wifli.and de- 
firc, and feek his hurt. And this is one difference betwixt Hatred 
and Envie : whom men hate, they will harm ; but fomccimcs mens 
gifts arc envied, againlt whom no hurt is intended. 

Verf. 5. tAnd Iofeph dreamed] Of divine dreams to be regard¬ 
ed as Oraclei, fee the Notes on Chap.

and fo fitly deciphering the feven years of plenty. So far as this 
river watereth, is a black mould fo fruitful; as they do but throw 
in the feed, and have four rich harvefis, inlefs then four moncths, 
fay travellers. 

Verf 3. Seven other kine came out of the river] Thcfe, by their 
leannefs, portended drougth and dearth, though they came up out 
of Nilus alfo. This River, when it overflowes unto twelve cubits 
height only, caufeth famine • when to thirteen, fcarcity jwhen to 
fourteen,chcarfulnefs; when to fifteen,affluence; when to fixteen, 
abundance, as 7 din) tells 11s. The greateft increafe ever known, 
was of 18 cubit9,under Claudius : ( wc read of a general famine 
in hisdayes, tsitt. 11.28. mentioned alfo by Suetonius , and ' 
fephus ;) The fmalleft, of five cubits; in the hiftory of the Pk- 
falian Wars. Such a thing might fall out now, to caufe this fore 
famine. Or the river, for their fins, might bedryed up, as God 
threatens them, E**k& 2 p.?, 9 * Dfay 19.5,6. And as it fell out in 
the reign of Cleopatra, that prodigioufly prodigal Queen, the river i 
overflowed not for two years together, faith : as at ano- 

chertime it overflowed noo, for nine years together, faith Callima¬ 
chus ; and after him, Ovid . How eafie is it for God,to flarve us | 
all, by denying us a few harvefis Mn cafe of famine, let us enquire 
the fupcrnarural caufe ; at David did, 2 Sam. 21.1. when he : 
knew thenaturailxaufc to be the drought.

trauflalit tnuii The Grecians were fo delighted with his learned labours, that they 
alhjuttante have tranflated him wholly into their tongue. As for the deep

As for Jofeph , he mentions him to the King ; ( left if any 
die ftiould have done it before him, he fhould have been fiient for 
hiijiilcnce;) but fomewhat ficndcrly, and more for felf-refpe<fts, 
then of any good afteftion to the innocent prifoncr ; whom he 
calls a young-man , a bond*man , and hebrew ; in whofe behalf 
he neither advifeth, norentreateth that he may be fent for. So 
very little is it, that jofeph oweth to this Patrone.

To the fifth* of honoring and reverencing Parents, Prin¬ 
ce*, Elders, &c. and of pimifhing rebellious children. 

To the lixth may bee reduced all laws concerning Mnr- 
thcr. Revenge, Rancor, Smiting, Fighting, curling the Deaf, 
laying a block before the blinde, &c. 

Tothefevcnth,all that is (aid againft Fornication, Adul- 
tcrie, Sodomie, Inccft, wearing the Apparel of the other Sex. 

To the eighth * Laws again(t Robberie, Rapine, Ufiiric, Sa¬ 
crilege, deteining Wages or Pledges, removing Land-marks, 
accepting of Perfons, taking of Gifts, falf Weights, &c. 

To the ninth belong laws againft Back-biting,Tale-bearing, 
Falf-witnefling, judging, not admonifhing,&c. 

To the tenth no laws are referred: becauf it is wholly (piri- 
tual, and hath no vifible violations. 

Sect. II. 

Of reducing Judicial Lam to the < Decalogue. 

T O the firft Commandement: It was death i. to denie obe¬ 
dience to the Prieft, who was a type of Chrift. 2. To 
pei'fwade Apoftacie from the true God. 3. To feck to witches 
and wizzards. 

Itwaslikewifeunlawful to make a covenant with theCa- 
naanites, wjipni Qod had curfed i to make .mixtures of diverf 
kindesof creatures, 8cc. whereby they are taught fincerUie in 
Religion and cpnvrrfation. 

To the ftjcqnd Commandement : God commanded to abo- 
Ij(hlraagq, Piftnres,,Idolatrous temples, Altars *\Groves, &c. 
and forbad them, upon pain of cfeafh* to bow to Sup, Moon, 
or anie other ftrange^oqs * becaqf Afofes his,politic could not 
coniift of true wor(h»ppers,and profefled Idolaters. 

To the third Commandement;there were two kindes of 

blafphemie 
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blafphemic or curling of God; (whether it were mediate or

This late 
was to bee punilhed with lioning: that former with lorn cor¬ 
poral punifhment; as, beating, boring the tongue,8tc. 

To the fourth Commindtment: T he wilful profanation of 
the Sabbath was punilhed with death. Tithes Offerings,birlt- 
i'ruits, Firftlings, and the like, were commanded by God, as 
part of the Pricll’s maintenance, due to them by the veric law 
of Nature. And the fame cuftom is at this dale commendably 
kept up, therelioc beeing a more equal and eahe waie f"' ™ a ‘"‘ 
trilling the MinilkrsoftheChurch,andfoof upholding the 
Church's Minillcrie. _ , , 

To the fifth Commandement: Wrong don to a Parent(whe- 
thcc by ftriking or curling) is parricide, and to bee puniflird 
with death : fo is wrong offered to the chief Magifirate; till* 
is treafon. Parents had power to command and correct their 
children, yea, in fom cafes, to fell them to their brethren the 
Ifraelitcs, and to fue out a Writ of Exccuuon againft them, it 

uncounfellablc and incorrigible. 

The Privilege of Primogeniture made for the honor ottne 

familie, and prefigured 1 hrill. ... . , ,. n n< t 

The chief Magifirate is both ordained and ordered by God. 

DM. 17. Inferior Magiftrates mull neither bee flrangers, nor 
cumiclis, nor baltards,nor Ammonites, nor Moabites.

To the lixth Commandement: Four fort* of capital pumlh- 
mentswtre in u(e am eng God’s people : wz.

Marrying with the brother’s widdow was peculiar to the 
old Teftament.

The general law for holie Places was; That in that place 
onely that God (hould chufe, holie Services (hould bee perfor¬ 
med. And this fignified, i.that through Chrift alone wee 
muft go to God in cverie divine dutic. 2. That the ume (hall 
com, when wee (hall injoie the immediate prefence of God m 

The fpecial Law was, as touching the Tabernacle, a lively 

type of thrift, and of the Church, and of eachCnriftian. 

Now in the Tabernacle are confiderable , i. The caulles, 
and 2. the parti thereof. The cauiTe. that concurred to the 

making of _ ^ hich was various, voluntarie, and fuffici- 
ent: This figured that Free-will-offering, wherewith everie 
man ought to honor God, by trading with hi* talent, and by 
doing what hee is able for the maintenance of the. Mimltc- 

rie. andrelief of the needie. . . 

a. The Form: and fo the Tabernacle was to bee made ac¬ 
cording to the pattern received in the Mount. To teach us, 
that God will beeferved according to hi* own prelcnpt onely, 
and not after man's inventions. 

The Efficient, was everie skilful workman, and by name 

Tkzrtlecl and Aholiab. Thefe later figured out the Churches 
Chieftains,and Mafter-builders ; as thofe former, allgilted 

TThefe were the cauffes of thcTabemacle: the parts thereof 
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(as well conteining as contained) follow, Thcfc all were Co 
framed, as that they might eaiily bee fet up or taken down,and 
fo tran/ported from place to place: whereby was (ignified, that 
while wee are in this tabernacle of the bodie (which fhali bee 
taken down by death, and let up again by the r cfurrc£tion)wee 
ate abfcntfrom the Lord: and that the whole Church not one- 
ly is a ftrangcr upon earth, but aUomoveth from one place to 
another, as God difpofeth it. 

The Covering ot the Tabernacle fet forth} that the Church 
and her members do ever (it fafe under God's protection. 

The Court made up of diverf pillars, (ignified, that the 
Church, in regard of the Minifterie therein, is the pillar of 
Truth; and that the offices and abilities of theflveral members 
ought to bee as props to the whole bodie. 

The holie Inftrumcnts and implements ferved to fet forth all 
the precious gifts and ordinances of the Church} fuch as are 
the Word, Sacraments, Faith, Holincfs, &c. 

The Taches, whereby theCurtains were knit together, fig- 
nihed, that the (everal members of the Church Militant and 
Triumphant are but one Tabernacle. 

The Covering of the Tabernacle was two-fold; TnWard, 
and Outward; whereby was iignified the internal and external 
eftate of the Church. 

The glorious gate (ignified the hearts of God s People made 
glorious by faith, whereby wee cntertcin Chrift. * 

The Tabernacle fitly knit together by it’s joints, and rightly 
crcfted, (ignified the Church of Chrift fitly comparted by that 
ivhich everic joint fupplicth, and making increaf with the in- 
creaf of God. Eybef. 4. 16, Col . 2. 19. 

The Veil (ignified theflefti of Chrift, whereby his Dcitic 
was covered, and a waie paved for us to heaven. 

The Veil was filled with Cherubims: to (hew how fervice- 
1C ^ n f> c 8 ai e to thrift and his people. 

The Holie of Holies (hadowed out the third heaven, into 
the which Chnft onely entred, and wee by him. 

The Teftimonie laid up i„ the Ark,figni(icd Chri(i } thc end 
of the Law; which alfo hath it's teflinionic from him.

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The golden Cenfer Iignified, that all our fervices mult bee 
perfumed, and perfc&ed by Chrift,before they can beeacccpted. 

The golden pot of Manna in the fide of the Ai k was a (a- 
crament of that eternal life, that is laid up for us in Chrift. 

Col. 3* 

Aaron srod bloffoming was a fign of God’s fatherlie affe¬ 
ction, whereby it coni’s to pafs, that wee bloom and ilourith 
under the crofs. 

TheSanftuarie, or Tabernacle of the Congregation was 
the waie into the Holie of Holies; and (ignified the Church- 
Militant, through which wee enter into heaven. 

The brafen Altar for Burnt-offerings (hadowed out the hu- 
manitie ofChrift,which isfanftified by his Dcitie,and fuppor- 
ted under all his fufferings for us. 

£ The Altar of Inccnf iignified, that Chrift appeareth for us 
•before his Father, and maketh all our fervices accepted by the 
facrificeof him(elt> once offered for fin. 

The Table furniftied with fo manic loavs,as there wereTribes 
in Ifracl, (ignified, that God keep’s a conftant table in his 
Church for all believers. 

The golden Candlellick with his feven lamps figured the 
glorious light of the Golpel, whereby God hath (liined in our 
hearts, to give the light of the knowlcdg of theglorieof God 
in the face of Jefus Chrift. 2 Cor. 4. 6 . 

The Laver wherein the Priefts wafiicd themfelvs before they 
miniftred in the Tabernacle, iignified, that wee cannot draw 
nigh to God in his fervices, without due preparation. 

The outer Court iignified the viiibic Church, wherein hy¬ 
pocrites alfo partake of external privileges. 

Lo, thefe are the things typed out by the Tabernacle : and 
and they cannot bee better underftood then by God’s own in¬ 
terpretation of them, when hee faith. Exod. 25. Let them 
make me a SanUuarie that I may dwell in the middefl of them . 

For in thod* words (as learned Junius oblerveth) is conteiucd 
an explication of all the above-laid Cerimonics. 
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Sect. 11! I. 

treating of Holie times . 

C oncerning holie Times, the Law is either general or 
fpecial. 

The general Law is, partly, concerning the inoft drift reft 
from all fervile works; and partly concerning the Sacrifices 
which were on thofe holie daies to bee offered. The former 
figured that Reft, whereunto God in his due time will 
bring us. 

The later ferved not onely to cxercife the Jews (prone toex- 
cefs) with the hard yoke of great expenf; but alfo, by the 
great charge they were at, to fhadow out the great worth 
Chrift, far beyond all worldly treafcres. 

The fpecial Law concerned, i. holie Daies. 2.Holie Years. 
Holie-daies were either qnotidian, or folemn. And thefe later 
were partly the New-moons, partly the Sabbath, and partly 
the Feafts > which Feafts were either more folemn ; as the Pafs. 
over, Pentecoft, and Feaft of Tabernacles; or lefs folemn * as 
the Feaft of Trumpets, and the Feaft of Attonenaenc. 

Holie years, were 1. the Sabbatical or feventh year. Or, 2. 
the Jubilee or fiftieth year. 

The explication of all thefe is, as followeth. 

The continual Sacrifice was offered twice cvcricdaie; 
that the people might,cverie morning and evening, bee admo- 
niftied ot their fin-guiltinefs : and withal,might bee exercifed 
m the remembrance and belief of the continual facrifice of 
Chrift for their fin. Itfignifiedalfo our daily fervice* or con¬ 
tinual facrifice of Praifand Holinefs, oflmdup to God in the 
name of Chrift. 

2 • J hc New-moon-facrifice ferved to ftt forth, that all 
our time, and aftions don therein, are fanftified unto us hv 
Chrift. 

?. The Sabbath was a memorial of the Creation : it was 
alfo a type partly of Chrift’s refting in the grave, and partly 
of our reft in Chrift; the begining whereof wee have here, 
the perfection of it in heaven. And whereas fpecial order was 
taken, that no fire fhould bee kindled on that daiejitwas to 

fignific 
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fignifie that Chrift his reft,and ours in him,was,and (houldbee 
free from the fire of affliftion. 

4. The holie Feafts were (in general) appointed for thefe 
ends and tifes. i. Todiftinguilh the people ofGod from other 
nations. 2. To keep afoot the remembrance of benefits alreadic 
received. To bee a type and figure ofb.nefits yet further 
to bee conferred upon them by Chrift. 4. To unite God’s 
people in holie woi (hips. 5. Topreferv puritic in holie wor- 
fhips prefcribed by God* 

5. The Paffbvcr of thofe that were clean, celebrated in the 
begining of the year, figured out the tinjt, manner, and fruit 
of Chrift’s Paftion. The Paflfover kept by thole that had been 
unclean, fignified, that Chrift profiteth not finners as long as 
they perfift in their uncleanncfs: and fo it figured out the time 
of repentance; 

6 . At the Feaft of Pentecoft, there was a daie of waving and 
of offering the Firft-fruits. The former fignified, that the 
handful of our fruits, that is, our faith and good works are 
not [accepted ofGod, unlefs they bee waved by Chrift, our 
High-prieft. The later, that God’s bleilings are to bee joyfully 
and thankfully rcceived,and remembred. 

7. The Feaft of Tabernacles, befides that it brought to 
mindethe Ifraclites wandering in the wildernefs, it did nota¬ 
bly fet forth the Church’s pilgrimage in this prefent world; 
which yet is fo to bee thought on, as that, with greateft fpiri- 
tual joie, wee remember and celebrate our Redemption by 
Chrift’s death. 

8. The Feaft of Trumpets fignified that continual cauf of 
cheerfulnefs and thankfulnefs, that the Saints fliould have 
by Chrift** death. 

p. The Feaft of Attonement fignified, that the fins of God’s 
people in their holie-mcetings, and daily ferviccs, fliould bee 
expiated by Chrift. Moreover, Attonement was alfo made for 
the moil holie Place, and for the Sanftuarie. That fignified, 
that the vifible heaven alfo was defiled by our fin, and need bee 
purged by Chrift’s blood. This, that the Catholick Church is 
by the fame blood of Chrift made alone acceptable to God. By 
the application that was made for feverai pcrfon$,was let forth 
the applicatorie force of faith. Furthermore, that applicati¬ 
on ana expiation was made by a live and a (lain goat. Upon 
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the live goat (called the fcape-goat) were put the offenfts of 
the Chi! Iren of Ifrael ; and the goat thus Cerimonially laden, 
was let into the wildernefo : the other goat was let Apart 
for a whole-burnt-offering. The former Ccrimonie iignihed, 
that the Son of God came down from heaven into the wilder- 
nefsof this world, that hee might take away the (ins of the 
world: The later (hadowed out the blood of Chrift, which 
alone clcanfethus from all (in. 

io. The fevcnth-year-Sabbath had both an Eccleftaftical 
and a Civil uft. For i. it did (It forth and commend to the 
people the fpiritual Sabbath, which begineth in the expiation 
wrought by Chrilt. 2. It diftinguiftied • this Nation from 
others. 3. It cxercifcd the people in confidence of God’s 
Providence. 4. It much conduced to the fruitfulnefs pf the 
fields, which, if exhau(ted with continual tillage, would have 
grown barren, and fo an evil report would have parted of the 
holie Land. 

11 * The years of Jubilee had their Ecclertaftical, Political, 
and Chronological ufe. For i. they rtgnilied the Jubilee of 
Grace and Glorie; both which Chrift doth both proclaim,and 
confer upon his people. 2. They were a great help to the 
poor. 3. They preftrved the dillinCtion of Tribes. 4. They 
ftrved to diltinguifhthe times thence forth, from the divilion 
of the Land, in the year of the World 2050 to thedcftru&ion 
of Jmfalm, 5. They figured the Reft that the Land rtiould 
have by the juft judgments of God , for the fins of the 
people. 

Sect. V. 

1 7 renting of Holie Ihittgs* 

H Olie Things, were cither Common, as Oil; or Proper * 
and theft again were either Principal, or lefs Principal. 
The Principal things were Sacrifices; the requifites whereof 
were three: viz* fire, fait, and fat: the kindes of Sacrifices 
were fix; viz . 1. A whole-burnt-offering. 2. An Oblation or 
Meat-offering. ?. A Peace-offering. 4. A Sacrifice for fin of 
Ignorance, or Error. 5. A Sacrifice for wilful wickedncfs. 
o.. A Sacrifice of Consecration. The lefs principal things 

pencilled 
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perteined either to all in general, as Firft-fruits, tenths, vows, 

&c, Or to the Prieft peculiarly; as, Incenf, Holie-water, 
Trumpets. 

The application of theft is thiis. 

t. Oil isfaid to bee a moft holie thing, becauf ufe was 
made of k in the conftcration of the Tabernacles, Priefts, 
and People. It figured out the oil of Gladneft, that is, the 
gifts of the Holie Ghoft, which Chrift received without mea- 
fure; and after that, by him, all the. parts of the Church, bo^h 
Paftors and all Chrifiians; for all and onely fuch are annofn- 
ted with the Oil of Gladnefs. i Now this Oil was fo made up 
of moft pretious things, and the confection thereof by none 
to bee imitated, as might bell fet forth, that reprobates are not 
conftcrated with the annointing of God’s children. 

2. The fire that came down from heaven,and was to beecon- 
tinually kept alivelignified four things. 1. The fireof God’s 
wrath kindlcdand kept in by Our fins. 2. The fire of God's 
favor, whereby our fins are confiimcd in Chrift. 3. The fire 
of the Holie Spirit’s operation upon all believers; but efpecialiy 
upon the Apolllcs and their fuccertors. 4. Laftly, the fire of 
tribulation, wh ich cau rteth us to artpire towards heaven. 

3. The Salt of theCovenant was a lymbol of incorrupti¬ 
on ; that is, of perpetual continuance in the Covenant of God: 

Andlb itfignined, that everie faithful Chriftian is fo confir¬ 
med in the Covenant of God by Faith, that, by the fait of af¬ 
fliction, hee is preftrved againft temptations and artaults of 
all forts. 

4. The Fat of the Sacrifices was holie to God alone: and 
hereby was lignified, that wee ought to confecrateour choiceft 
things to God ; that fo wee may obtein the fatnefs andfweet- 
nefs both of Grace and Glorie laid up for us in Chrift.
